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PREFACE 


This  sinmnary  reports  shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  by- 
States  of  origin.   The  format  differs  from  that  used  during  recent 
years.   Two  tables  are  shown  for  those  States  which  originate  sub- 
stantial rail  shipments  of  the  reported  products.   Table  A  summa- 
rizes shipments  by  commodities  and  months  for  each  State.   Table  B 
reports  shipments  by  commodities,  counties,  waybilling  stations  and 
months.   This  is  the  same  detail  that  was  published  in  individual 
county  and  station  summaries  issued  for  each  State  over  a  period  of 
years  but  discontinued  with  data  for  1956.   A  single  table  outlining 
rail  shipments  by  commodities,  counties,  waybilling  stations  and 
months  is  used  for  all  States  originating  rail  shipments  in  limited 
volvune. 

These  tables  are  prepared  on  punch  card  accounting  machines.   Account 
space  limitations,  some  waybilling  station  names  are  abbreviated. 

Truck  shipments  are  reported  where  the  information  was  availableo 
These  data  for  California  are  expressed  in  two  categories  —  Inter- 
state Passings  and  Unloads.   The  interstate  passings  are  outbound 
movements  of  California  production  reported  at  border  stations. 
The  unloads  are  truck  receipts  of  California  production  in  Los  Angeles, 
Oakland  and  San  Francisco. 

A  list  of  coimnodities  reported  in  this  summary  and  an  index  to  the 
State  tables  are  shown  on  page  3.   A  table  outlining  representative 
factors  used  to  convert  tinick  and  boat  to  rail  carlot  equivalents 
is  shown  on  page  h» 

The  detail  tables  by  commodities  and  waybilling  stations  identify 
boat  shipments  as  such.   Express  pick-ups  are  shown  as  Express  when 
movement  in  this  mode  of  transport  was  reported. 

Cooperation  of  the  railroads,  RBA  Express  and  State  officials  assist- 
ing in  reporting  all  truck  data,  is  hereby  gratefully  acknowledged.
